We have no 
hesitation, however, in advising our 
readers who are growing sweet corn 
for the canning factories to seed it 
with rape at the last cultivation and 
that without fail. 

Rape does indifferently wel! in heavy 
corn when sown at the last plowing 
but that is because of the shading in 
evitable from a dense crop which can 
not be removed until the corn is ripe 
and hence the rape can not grow much 
until the frost strikes the leaves and 
thus lets in sunlight. Frost, they will 
understand, does not hurt rape. 

There are three crops possible in 
growing sweet corn to the man that 
has a silo; a crop of ears for the can 
ning factory, a crop of stalks for silage, 
and a crop of rape for pasture, and it 
is not by any means a wild estimate 
to place the value of these three crops 
in a good year at $50.00 per acre. We 
have no doubt that this and even more 
has been realized on very rich land

PLANT BREEDING. 





Farmers in the west, particularly in 

‘ 

lilinois and Iowa, are now becoming 
quite fully convinced that it possible 
to breed corn on the same lines as ani 
mal breeding and as a result of breed 
ing alone secure an addition of ym 
five to fifteen bushels per acre We 
have in mind one instance where dur 
ing the last year five acres of a forty 
planted to well bred corn yielded 
ninety bushels, while the remaining 


part of the same field of equal quality 


planted to the corn commonly grown 
in the country yielded. but seventy 
bushels; another instance where the 
very best of the corn taken from a crib 


of carefully selected and carefully pre 
pared seed corn planted on a tract of 
acres yielded some fifteen 
bushels per acre more than the in 
ferior corn, all good, taken from the 
same crib yielded on nearly five hun 
dred of the same kind of land 
and grown by the man, himsell 
an expert eern grower. This may seem

Minnesota has already been breed 
ing wheat for a number of years and 


with very marked success and there is 
no reason why our winter wheats 
should not be improved by selection 
and by cross-fertilization and _ their 
yield increased by from one to four or 
five bushels per acre and the quality 
improved in the same proportion 
English seedsmen have given their 
attention for some years past to the

tor milk and a balanced ration make 
as good a steer when fattened as the 
calf that has run with its dam? This 
last question can be answered both 
affirmatively and negatively It all 
depends on the farmer. Some farmers 
can and do; other farmers either can 
not or will not 

The answer that must be given to 
the question so far as it pertains to 
the Short-horn breeder would depend 
somewhat on the obje the Short-horn 
breeder has in viev If he wishes to 
sell his calves a weaning time or 
three or four months thereafter, we 
would say no If he wishe to sell 
them to tl man who is looking for 
flesh in the calf and in the pink of con 
dition under a year old, we would say 
no If he wishes to sell them to. the 
breeder of cattle for beef purposes, we 
would say no If he wishes to sell 
them to intelligent, up-to-date farmers 
who make dairying a minor part of 
their business but whose main busi- 
ness is growing beef, we would un 
hesitatingly say yes provided the 
breeder has the know-how” and is 
willing to use 

After long experience in growing 
cattle by allowing the calves to follow 
their dams mingled with an _  ex- 
perience with the same class of cows 
on the same farm in growing calves 
fed on skim-milk, we have no hesita- 
tion in saying that the Short-horn 
breeder can make more money by 


milking his cows, keeping a record of 
his milk and percentage of cream and 
growing his calves on separator milk 
than he can by the common process 
provided, of course, he has the re 
quisite skill or can employ it. 

Much depends, too, on the kind of 
separator milk. We would not under- 
take it at all if we had to depend on 
unsterilized separator milk from the 











creamery; nor would we undertake 
on sterilized milk, but we would 

no hesitation in undertaking it if we 
were now in the business by

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CLOVER AND ALFALFA FODDER. 

A recent bulletin issued by the Ohio 
Experiment Station contains the start 
ling statement that twenty per cent of 
the alfalfa samples studied for that bul- 
letin contained seeds of two dodders 
common where alfalfa seed is grown 
Still more startling is the report of the 
Nevada Experiment Station, Bulletin 
No. 67, 1900, that even at that time 
more than one-half of the samples of 
alfalfa seed on the Nevada market as 
secured by Professor Hillman, con 
tained seeds of dodder We have re 

garded this dodder for some time as 
the greatest menace which at present 
affects the alfalfa interests 

Some one may ask: What is dodder 


anyway? There are many dodders 
twenty-five in all—in the United 
States They are described by the 


Department of Agriculture as “annua 
plants with yellow, orange, white, or 
pink thread-like stems, small yellow 


pink, or white flowers sually borne 
in clusters, and minute scales in place 
of leaves. All are parasitic on green 
herbs or shrubs, about which their 
tems twine drawing nourishment 
through minute rootlet or suckers 


which penetrate the bark of the host 
plant.” 

To drop scientific language, they ar 
parasites which grow from seeds and 
when they come in contact with the 
host, or the plant on which they like 
to feed, twine around it, let go of the 
ground, stick their suckers into the 
plant and live on that ever afterwards 

The variety with which our readers 
are most familiar is the large, yellow 
dodder (we do not know he scientific 
name) which may be found in summer 
twining around the wild artichokes 
which grow along our sloughs or wet 
lands Unlike other plants it ge 
no food from the air, nor after 
throws its arms around the plant dos 
it get any from the ground 

The only varieties in which our read 
ers are particularly interested is the 
alfalfa dodder, Cuscuta epithymum 
thriving best on alfalfa or clover,. but 
ean live on other plants; clover dod 
der, Cuscuta racemosa chiliana, an i! 
troduced species infesting clover fields 
in the Mississippi valley and which 


ives only on the clovers and closel 
related species; Warty dodder, Cus 
cuta indecora, whicl a native sp 


cies sometimes found on clover 4nd 
alfalfa in the southern states: and 
field fodder, Cuscuta arvensi which 
is described as the most injjrious na 
tive species east ot the Mis SSIpp 
valley and is found in legs abundance 
in nearly all parts of the country fart

CATALPAS.

ALSIKE CLOVER. 


A correspondent of southern Ohio 


writes us that he is considering what 
ind of clover he should sow and that 
alsike has been recommended. He 
wishe know how it compares with 
i clover for pasture and hay as a 
cat f l ¢ as a fertilizer.

If any of 
O readers have lands as described 
above and will iy alsike, northern 
grown seed preferred because it con- 
tains ss weed than that grown 
south, will burn off their sloughs or 
wet lands as soon as possible, then sow 


at the rate of four or five pounds per 
acre, and keep the slough grass mowed 
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or pastured off, they can supplant 
these coarse grasses with alsike in 
about two years. They will fail, how 
ever, unless they keep the coarse, rank 
growing grasses down either by mow 
ing or pasturing. 

We began our experiments in this 
line about twenty years ago and have 
never iaiied of success provided we 
gave the young alsike plants a chanc¢ 
to get to the air and did not permit 
them to be smothered out by the 
coarse, rank-growing grasses. 

Alsike seems peculiarly adapted to 
the cut-over timber lands of the north 
and our readers who have moved into 
that section have a chance of making 
plenty of good money by sowing all the 
lower spots to alsike and cutting it as 
a seed crop. That country is so well 
adapted to clover that weeds are a 
rarity and alsike seed from that local 
ity is freer from weed seeds than from 
any other country of which we know 

We hope our readers who have wet 
lands will read this over twice and we 
are sure if they take our advice they 
will make enough money this year to 
pay for Wallaces’ Farmer during their 
entire lifetime and the lifetime of their 
enildren afterward. 


RAPE IN CORNSTALKS. 


A Union county, Iowa, correspondent 

writes us to know what kind of feed 
rape would make that was planted in 
corn at the last plowing provided it 
can not be used until spring, and 
whether the rape between the shock 
rows could be cut and made into hay 
somewhat after the manner of cane. 
" While rape stands a good deal of 
frost and is good feed in central lowa 
up until about December first, it is 
not of much value afterwards. It can 
not well be made into hay although 
some farmers do cut a little of it, pile 
it up in small cocks, and cover it in 
order to have some succulent feed for 
their hogs during the winter. If you 
intend to harvest your corn for fod 
der and feed it out of the shock, do not 
sow rape at the last plowing. If you 
intend to put it in the silo and other 
wise clear the field, it will make very 
excellent feed during the month of 
November.

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The Road Problem. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer:

When I came into Iowa forty 
years ago the things demanding our 
most serious attention were how to get 
food and shelter for the growing fam- 
ily, and what was true of one family 
then was true of the entire commun- 
ity 

Those pioneer days have passed 
away and new things claim our atten 
tion Today railroad discrimination, 
rebates and combines, extortion of coal 
barons, Standard Oil infamy, the bal-

anced ration, baby beef,-and how to 
raise it, the doctrine of heredity, and 
its function in the process of repro- 
duction in both vegetable and animal 
life, are some of the things that con- 
front the thinker on these opening 
days of the new century 

Among other things, the highway 
and how best to make it, is one of the 
burning questions of the hour. In 
discussing the subject of good roads 
and-how to make them we must take 
note of the conditions and enviroments 
that surround us. In a large part of 
our state we have very little available 
gravel suitable for making highways. 
The sand along our creeks and rivers 


is too fine to be of any large value, and 
if it was good there is not enough of 
it to apply on a very large per cent of 


our roads Crushed limestone for 
many localities is an unattainable ar- 
ticle, and when used is far from be- 
ing an ideal macadam. 

Our soil when wet and subjected 
to travel works into mud, the depth 


determined by the character of the sub- 
soil. I have in mind one of the streets 
of my own town that was last spring 
fenced off from travel; and a strip of 
road from Grundy county over which 
no travel was done for a number of 
weeks These places have a_ clay 
quicksand subsoil and last spring be- 
came simply impassable. 

Now what is the remedy? Did you 
ever see any better roads than we have 
had for the last four or five months? 
We all know the reason. There has 
been no rain to wet them up, and no- 


body ever saw finer highways than 
ve have enjoyed this last fall and win- 
ter. Nature in this case did a fine job 
and if we make a large success in the 
same direction we must imitate her. 
In other words, get the water out of 
our roadways Well, somebody says, 
how are you going to do that; and now 
that is the part of the question I wish 
to answer 

But first please let me give you a 
little of the philosophy of underdrain- 
ing The function of the tile is to 
remove the surplus water from the 
soil As the moisture is withdrawn 
from the ground the first part to be- 
come dry is the top, and as the process 


no more water is added at 
all the moisture above 
removed. These are facts 
which nobody will think of contradict- 
ing, and as we accept their truthful- 
ness let us apply their action to a 
piece of bad highway. We go in about 
ten feet from the ditch on one side of

the road and put in a course of three- 
inch tile not less than three feet deep, 
and then go to the other side of the 
road and repeat. This in a sixty-four 
foot road brings the tile something like 
forty feet apart, and the middle of 
road between them Right here is 
where these tile get in their beneficient 
work. As soon as the ground freezes 
in the fall these underground drains 
continue to draw moisture from the 


road bed and as no more water is able 


to penetrate the soil through this 
frozen covering till spring thawing 
takes place the result is a thoroughly 
drained road bed and by virtue of the 
very dry condition in which this 
ground is in the water that finds its 
way into the soil at the time of the 
spring thaws is very soon taken 
care of 

Permit me to relate an incident 
which took place on my farm near 
Cedar Falls last spring I have a 
small pasture forty rods wide and 
sixty-five long. This field has a low 
place running across each end about 
fifteen rods from the ends and both 
have tile clear across the field, dis- 
charging into the highway adjacent. 
Last spring just as the snow was going 


before the ground *had thawed 


off and 


clear out we took the broad tread 
wagons and hauled seventy-five or 
eighty loads of manure from the cow 
barn and spread on this pasture. This 
stuff was as wet as such manure usu- 
ally is in the spring when the pile 
thaws out. I think most farmers are 
posted on this point In coming into 
this field we drove in at the ends and

the field the wheels of the wagons

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The Stockmen’s Demand for Lower 
Live Stock Rates. 

The demands which the stockmen 
ff Iowa are making upon the railroads 
for relief from the present hard condi- 
tions are not in any way peculiar to 
the stockmen of the state. They are 
brought into prominence now simply 
because the General Assembly of lowa 
is in session and there is an oppor- 
tunity to seek effective relief. What 
we have had to say in the past and 
what we shall have to say in the 
future, therefore, is quite as important 
and of as deep interest to our readers 
in adjoining states as in the state of 
Iowa. 

As intimated in a recent article, 
there are three grounds of serious 
complaint; the one the abolition of 
stock passes except in the states of 
Minnesota and Missouri, which is in 
effect an indirect way of advancing 
rates to the value of the return pass- 
from $3.00 to $8.00 per car, according 
to the distance of the haul. This, how 
ever, is not the most serious cause of 
complaint It is possible for the rail 
roads to remedy this by simply reform 
the abuses which have grown out 
of the lax administration of their own 
affairs and restore the pass to its 
original status; namely, limiting it to 
the actual owner of the stock or his 
agent. We have not much doubt that 
this will be done not only in Iowa but 

ither states 

The real grievance is the slow haul 
which the railroads by understanding 
or agreement have inaugurated over 
the entire live stock country. Without 

ving the matter careful study they 
have improved their roads with the 

i l cars and larg 
reducing the cost of mov 
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engines, thu 
t 


ing freight of all kinds. It perhaps did 
not occur to them at first that live 
stock under the best of management 
shrinks continually, not merely in 


weight but in actual food value, from 
the time it leaves the farmer’s yard 
until it gives up its life in the packing 
house. The shrink for the first twelve 
hours, or perhaps’ twenty-four is 
largely filling, which is not replaced 
immediately even under the mosi 
favorable circumstances, and which is 
but partially replaced at the end of the 
long haul. 

The reason of recurring to the mat 
ter again is not for the purpose of re 

ing what we have already said but 
for the purpose of eliciting facts from 
actual shippers as to the comparative 
shrink in long and short hauls A 
number of shippers in central Iowa 
have told us that in former days they 
could load cattle about noon and have 
them on the market by seven o’clock 
next morning and the shrink was 

from thirty to thirty-five pounds per 
head Under the slow haul arrange- 
ment they are compelled to load théir 
cattle at night and hence to move them 
from their yards in the afternoon, thus 
adding twenty-four hours to the time 
which elapses between leaving the 
vards and being sold on the market 

The point now upon which we wish 
information is how much do the cattle 
shrink under these conditions. Is the 
hrink twenty, or thirty, or forty 
pounds extra per head? Some have 
id us twenty pounds and others fifty 
Suppose it is thirty-five pounds; with 

enty head of cattle in the car, that 
would be a shrink of 700 pounds, worth 
from $28 to $35, depending upon the 
class of cattle; in other words, it is 
so much additional freight paid 

Again, when trains are delayed until 
they can not be filled and sold on that 
market, prime cattle drop out of the 
class of export steers. or steers for 
astern shipment, and fall into the 
packing class Here again we want 
nformation from men who have had 
actual experience. What is the differ 
ence in price paid per pound when cat 
tle by reason of being stiff and tired 
are compelled to be sold for dressed 
eef instead of being shipped to east 
ern markets? We are told that it is 
about forty cents per hundred, or from 
$4 to $5 per head, or from $80 to $100 


What we want to know now is the 
acts in the case, not merely from 
lowa shippers but from _  [llinois, 
Kansas, and Nebraska shippers, for 
this is the battleground between the 
railroads and the feeders and shippers 
The railroad system is now adjusted 
to the hauling of heavy trains at low 
rates of speed.

acquainting themselves with the de 
cision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in what is known as 
the Northern Securities case, delivered 
Monday of last week. The Northern 
Securities Company is not a railroad 
company at all. It does not own a 
mile of railroad, nor a single car nor 
locomotive, and yet it aimed to con- 
trol the transportation of a large sec- 
tion of the traffic from Chicago on the 
east and St. Louis on the south to the 
northwestern Pacific coast. It is sim- 
ply a holding company; that is, a com- 
pany which owns a majority of the 
stock of the Great Northern and also 
the Northern Pacific railroad com 
panies, which companies have leased 
the C., B. & Q. system, first purchasing 
its stock and then converting it into 
bonds at the rate of two for one, the 
bonds drawing four per cent; or, 
in other words, agreeing to pay 8 per 
cent interest on the stock in addition 
to the old bonds and other liabilities of 
the entire system, thus aiming to cir- 
cumvent the intention of the law of 
Minnesota forbidding the consolidation 
of parallel and competing roads by 
the organization of a company under 
the statutes of New Jersey. 

It was feared that if a holding com- 
pany of this kind were legal it would 
not be long until we would have a 
Southern Securities Company, group- 
ing together the central roads, and 
then a General Securities Company, 
which, by owning a majority of the 
stock in all these other companies, 
could combine in the hands of half a 
dozen men the entire railroad systems 
of the United States and crush out 
absolutely and forever whatever little 
competition there might yet remain. 

The decision of the court is most 
sweeping. It is too lengthy to give 
in detail, but it may be said in a gen- 
eral way that it affirms in the most 
positive manner the absolute control 
of interstate commerce by the United 
States. It brands the Northern Secur- 
ities Company as a trust and liable to 
the criminal penalties of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. It decides that a hold- 
ing company transacting no business 
except that of controlling the stocks 
of companies that do business is un- 
lawful. The stockholders of the North- 
ern Securities Company are forbidden 
to vote stock or to receive the divi- 
dends of the other companies and will 
be compelled under the decision of the 
circuit court, of which this is a con- 
firmation, to turn back the stock to the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
companies. 

There are no doubt 
large combinations, and among them 
possibly the International Harvester 
Company, which will come within the 
scope of this decision. Intimation is 
given out from Washington that the 
president will give these other organi 
zations time to set their houses in 
order and conform to the law thus 
finally fixed and settled. 

Our readers must not infer that this 
is the end of the quarrel between the 
public and the corporations. The gov- 
ernment has simply won a decided 
victory of far-reaching consequences 
but the able lawyers, some of whom 
draw salaries equal that of the 
president of the United States, will no 
doubt find other ways of violating the 
meaning and intent of the law and 
still keep out of the penitentiary 

The president and Attorney-General 
Knox deserve the thanks of the voters 
of all classes and parties for the suc 
cessful prosecution of this suit, second

The March Grain Report. 


The Bureau of Statistics of the De- 
partment of Agriculture issues the 
first of March each year an estimate 
of the amount of grain in farmers’ 
hands the first day of March. This,

| It is estimated that 20.8 per cent of 
the last year’s wheat crop is in the 
hands of farmers, as compared with 
24.5 per cent last year and 23.2 per 
cent on hand March 1, 1902, from the 
crop of 1901 

The corn in farmers’ hands is esti- 
mated at 37.4 per cent of last year’s 
crop against 41.6 per cent of the crop 
on the same date last year, and 29.2 
per cent of the very short crop of 1901 
on hand March 1, 1902. 

It is estimated that 34.9 per cent of 
last year’s oats crop is still in farmers’ 
hands, as compared with 36.9 per cent 
on the same dat@+of the year previous, 
and 30.6 per cent in’ 1902 of the short 
crop of 1901. 

Usually about 40 pér cént of the 
Iowa corn crop is of hand March Ist: 
this year it is but 30 per cent: All of 
which shows that either the crop of 
1903 was very largely over-estimated 
or else there has been an unusual 
amount of feeding in the state of lowa 
and probably a less degree in the 
other corn states. We believe the 
first to be the more correct statement 
of the fact We protested all along 
last year against the palpable over- 
estimates made both by the depart- 
ment of agriculture and by the state 
departments. If there had been the 
amount of corn grown reported, corn 
would not now be selling at from 40 
to 50 cents at the country stations and 
bought with the knowledge that 
almost every bushel of it that is fed 
is fed at a loss. We are in great nee 
of some more accurate system of esti- 
mating the growing crops. 

The entire country will await 
next harvest, whether of wheat, 
or oats, with bins about as nearly 
empty as they have ever been except 
the year following the short corn and 
oats crop of 1901.

The Settlement of the Pass Question. 

The railroad committee of the house, 
after wrestling for weeks with the 
various bills intended to redress the 


grievances of the stockmen, finally 


offered a committee bill touching on 
the pass question only. It provides, 
we understand, for a return pass for 


one car load of horses or two of cattle, 
and two return passes for six or more 
The legislative committee 
the stockmen after meeting with the 
representatives of the railroads agreed 
with them on certain amendments: a 
return pass for a car load of other 
stock, and closets on the cabooses in 
1905 The committee accepted the 
amendments, and the bill passed the 
house by a unanimous vote. 

This gives the stockmen all they 
wanted on the pass question and it 
gives the railroads all they wanted by 
enabling them to prevent their station 
agents and conductors from selling live 
stock transportation to merchants and 
others both to and from market. In 
other words, it reforms the abuses of 
the old system, and, besides, as we 
have so often pointed out, it is in the 
nature of a moral reform. The stock- 
men are to be congratulated on the 
result. It begins to show what can be 
done by organization. 

This, however, leaves out entirely 
the greatest grievance of the stock- 
men—ithe tremendous shrinkage in the 
weight of live stock under the slow 
schedule, generally amounting to about 
$25 per car, and sometimes to $75 
or even more As we have. pointed 
out in almost every issue since Janu 
ary Ist, this is beyond the power of 
the legislature to rectify except by 
lowering the local distance tariff to a 
point that will reduce the rate of inter- 


cars. of 








state traffic and thus give the stock- 
men compensation for this additional 
shrinkage 

It has been thought best by the 
stockmen’s committee before offering 
such a drastic measure to what 
can be done by consultation with the 
head men of the different railroads in 
the Western Traffic Association at 
Chicago, and arrangements have been 
made with that end in view. The 
organization of the stockmen, now 
covering seventy-five counties of the 
state and having in the neighborhood 
of five thousand members, makes it 
possible to deal with the highest rail- 
road officials directly. We hope, and 
we believe we have good reason to 
hope, for the success of this negotia- 
tion. It may not result in redressing 
all the grievances but it will at least 
lead to a better understanding between 
the shippers and the railroads. 

Whether, in fact, these grievances 
can be redressed without consultation

To Grow Posts on the Roadside. 


An Iowa correspondent asks us | 
what we would recommend to plant 
for the purpose of ornament and posts 
along the roadside that would not 


shade the ground too much and would 


be useful after they are grown to post 


or timber size for the next 

Our correspondent 
hard question. We of 
any tree to which there are not some 
objections. If it were not for the borer 
we would say the best of all would be 
the black locust. There are sections 
in which we would recommend this 
tree above all others; for example, in 
good land in the state of Washington 
We never saw such splendid locust 
trees growing as we saw in Spokane 
last summer. It is quite possible that 
they will do equally well in Kansas 
and Nebraska wherever there is a 
twenty-inch rainfall and under. Where 
the borers injure them, however, it is 
not worth while planting for the 
reason that before they get to be post 
size the borers kill them. This borer 
pest can be avoided by planting them 
in close rows alternately with catalpas 
so that the catalpa leaves would shade 
the trunks, but this would not be prac- 
tical for roadside planting. We have 
tried the catalpa for that purpose. Un 
less it has more than usual care it does 
not grow rapidly when planted on the 
roadside and besides is liable to grow 
crooked and scrubby instead of 
straight and smooth, as it does when 
planted closely in the grove

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Some More About Seed Corn. 


An Iowa correspondent writes that 
in looking over his seed corn he finds 


that on some ears where the corn is 
firm and the cob very dry and the 
kernel looks clear the end of the 
kernel shows a spot, and he wishes to 
know whether kernels of that kind 
are good for seed. 

The black spot occurs when the tip 


of the covering of the germ is removed 
because of complete maturity. Wwe 
would not reject ears of this kind un 
less we had a superabundance of seed. 
If the weather conditions should be 
normal these grains will grow but if 
the ground is cold when the corn is 
planted and germination is delayed, 
bacteria may find entrance and the 
stalk may be weakened. In short, 
these black spots show damage 
Whether we would plant these or not 
would depend on whether we had suf 


ficient seed without them. 

Further, he says: “In your issue of 
February 19th you say after four days 
look at your corn and see how many 
kernels have two sprouts. Do you 
mean to say that if I plant some corn 
and each kernel shows but one sprout 
that that corn will not be safe to 


plant?” 


There is but one germ in each grain 


of corn planted, and hence, strictly 
speaking, but one sprout. This sprout, 
however, turns botn up and down, and 


both the upward and downward parts 
of it should be fully developed. Grains 
which show this vigorous development 
of both the part of the plan. that is 


intended to go into the 2ir and the 
part that goes into tke ground should 
be preferred above all others. The 
more vigorous the corn, the more 


clearly will be developed this two-fold 
sprouting 


Mill Feeds. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 
Why is it that in some neighbor 
hoods here in Iowa practically no mill 


feeds are fed to stock, while in others 
these feeds are fed in very large quan- 


tities? The reason must be that there 
is a difference in the farmers them 
selves. For if oil meal is a good and 
profitable feed in one part of Powe- 
shiek county there is no reason why 
it should not be as profitable in all 
parts of the county. I traveled among 
the farmers through that and the ad- 
joining counties the past summer and 
picked up many valuable lessons, but 


one of the most interesting. things was 


to notice the difference among the 
farmers in their feeding practices 
One neighborhood fed oil meal by the 
car load; within ten miles of it was 
a neighborhood that fed no mill feeds 
of any kind, the farmers all being 
possessed with the idea that they must 


buy no feed, but must raise everything 
fed to their stock. In another locality 
not far away they fed a great deal of 
shorts, middlings, red dog and some 
bran, but no other kinds of feed 

Of especial interest and surprise to 
me, though, was the amount of cotton 
seed meal fed in some neighborhoods 


In many localities it is entirely un 


















known, but in other places it is used 
and used very largely. While oil meal 
is a feed bought mostly by the men 
who raise hogs or registered cattle or 
who have a dairy, cotton seed meal, 
on the other hand, is a feed for the 
man who is fattening steers And 
these are the men who have aker n 
hold of it, and they are hee tony it by 
the carload and using it very liberally 
Some of these men are using a great 
deal more than is recommended by 
our experiment stations One man 
was finishing a part of his bunch, a 
car load, on cotton seed meal and 
corn, half and ha and was going to 
try another car load with even a larger 
proportion of cotton seed. This, I 
think, is carrying the thing too far 
but it shows the confidence some men 
have in it 

One of the larg: cattle feeders in 
Poweshiek county, feeding about one 
thousand head of cattle a year, said 
he fed very liberal and never had 
a steer hurt by it He had fed i 
steers for twelve months continuo 
feeding as much as seven .and eigh 
pounds Furtt than that, som 
steers undoubtedly got a great dea 
more than this much, for they would 
stand at the bunks and make practi 
cally all their living off of the cotton 
seed meal, but it never hurt them. 

Another man gave me a detailed ac 
count of his experience with cotton 
seed meal. .He fed several car loads 
every season and said it was the great 
est blessing that had come to the feed 
ers for many a year. He had heard so 
much about its evil effects that he 
determined to see for himself what 
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would do.. So he fed some heifers all 


they would eat of it and restricted 
their corn. Everything went along 
all right for about two months and 


then they got stiff. They were quite 
stiff, but he drove them several miles 
to the station and shipped them to 
Chicago. They limbered up and went 
off without any loss. This man con- 
sidered it a good hog feed if not fed 
too long. In fact, I found several men 
who fed it to hogs with good results, 
but its use for hogs was not recom- 
mended like its use for cattle. 

Cotton seed meal has undoubtedly 
won a place for itself with the cattle 
feeders of Iowa, and its use _ Will 
spread. The argument in its favofF is 
briefly summed up in this: It is a 
cheap source of protein. It costs prac- 
tically the same as oil meal and has 
about one-third more protein. While 
oil meal has 30 per cent protein cotton 
seed meal has 40 per cent or more. 

Of course it is fed by some men 
who do not know much about protein, 
but our best feeders are coming to 
talk quite intelligently about this, the 
costliest part of our rations for stock, 
and it is to the advantage of every one 
of them to study this matter. 

I met one man who was hauling bar- 
ley to market at 40 cents a bushel and 


buying “red dog” at $27 a ton to feed 
to his hogs I find no analysis for 
this “red dog,’ which is a kind of 
coarse, branny middlings, but it is 


probably giving it more advantage 
than it is entitled to if we call it equal 
to shorts. If that is so, it is worth a 
trifle more than barley ton for ton. 
At $27 a ton for shorts ground barley 
would be worth $25 or $26 a ton as a 
hog feed. Instead of getting that he 
was selling it for $16.66 per ton. He 
could have ground it at home with the 
same amount of work that it took to 
haul it to market and to haul back his 
mill feed. Would it not pay this man 
to study more into the relative values 
of hog feeds?

Abortion in Sheep. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 


An Iowa _ subscriber writes as 
follows: 

“IT bought a hundred head of breed- 
ing ewes about a month ago They 
were bought in Chicago last fall and 
were not given very good care all 
winter, but since I have had them they 
have been fed good clover hay and 


about a bushel of corn a day and they 


run in the fields during the day. Now 
within the last ten days they have be- 
gun to lose their lambs (are bred for 


May lambing). There has been about 
a dozen Now, can you tell me 
of anything to do for them, and is that 
catching, similar to abortion in cows?” 

The difficulty described by your sub- 
scriber is very likely contagious abor- 
tion It certainly can not be due to 
the feed he is using. Clover hay is 
the very best kind of roughage that 
can be fed. Corn is a fairly good grain 
when fed in the amount mentioned and

in conjunction with clover hay A 
grain ration composed of equal parts 
corn and oats, or one part corn, one 
part oats, and one part bran, would 
be better suited to the needs of the 
animals. Aside from this, no changes 


are desired in the ration. The trowble

ewes may be injured by passing 
through a narrow gate or door to such 
an extent as to cause abortion This 
$s especially true where they are hur

In other in 
tances what was supposed to be con- 
tagious abortion was due to the worry- 
g of the ewes by If the ewes 
not been injured in any way, the 
rouble can be fairly safely ascribed 
to contagious abortion 

If this sh the source of the 
trouble there is but one thing to do. 
As yet there has not been any cure 
liscovered for this trouble. Preven- 
tion seems to the only means of 
reducing the All ewes which 
have aborted should be separated from 
the flock, thoroughly dis- 
and kept away until the lamb- 
ng season is over. All of the aborted 
lambs and all parts of the afterbirth 
n connection with said lambs should 
be burned. The pens should be thor

How about the city boys? Why not 


give them a chance to secure a rural 
education? We have the winter course 
for the country lads and Jassies. Now 
let us have a summer course for the 
city boys and girls. Have you ever 
thought of this scheme? Let me tell 
you how this thought first came to me. 


It was my privilege for many years 
while engaged in growing small fruit 
for market to give employment to

Mothers and fathers of some well-to-do 
families have come to me to ask me 
to take their boy John or George under 
my care and teach them to work.

because they liked to get out in the 
country, under nature’s skies and 


among her fruits and flowers. 





But listen further to this story and 
you will see how this idea of a sum- 
mer school for boys came to me. A 
boy of twelve or thirteen summers 
came to me one morning after his walk 
of four or five miles and said: “Mr. 
Williams, I will have to quit.” “Why, 
Johnnie! What is the matter?” 
“Why, my mother wants me to stay 
at home and study, so I can catch up 
with my cl I did not pass in my 
last ‘exam.’ There was a quiver in 
Johnnie’s voice and a show of tears 
in his eyes as he told me of this call 
back to his books. What could I do 
but advise him to follow his mother’s 
instruction and to try and “catch up” 
with his class; but despite my advice 


I could not help but feel sorry for the 
boy and to wish that his mother could 
get out in the country and see things 
from the boy’s standpoint Now you 
all recognize this boy’s needs, his love 
for horticultural work and his need to 


have it gratified. 
Our horticultural societies through 
the influence of prominent educators 


have been trying to solve this problem 
of Johnnie’s by—what? Sending him 
out in the country to plant beans and 
hoe potatoes and pick strawberries and 
study nature from her open book? No; 
but they have gone to work and writ- 
ten a and sent Johnnie back to 
school to study Horticulture in our 
public unquestionably a 
good as it can be aptly 
follow the natural 
of things and put some of our 
school work out in the open 
fields of horticulture? 

Our public school system is already 
burdened by heavy courses and a con- 
stant trend to add some new fads each 
year. Nature study, when crowded 
into the school room, is of necessity 
artificial; while to study her amid her 
own surroundings is like reading from 


book 
schools is 
thing so far 
used; but why not 
order 
public 


her open book. The open field, the 
forest, the orchard, and garden, is na- 
ture’s study room. It is here that the 
lovers of nature seek her companion- 
ship. The country boys and girls have 
her ever with them at their homes 
It is for the city children that I am 
pleading. They want these same priv- 
ileges that their country cousins en- 
joy. We send boys from the farms to 
the city to get a business education. 


Why not reciprocate by sending the 


city boys to the country. They are 
hungr for the opportunity, waiting 
only for the invitation to come 

A business man of Columbus made 
diligent inquiry of me only recently 
as to the opportunity for his son to 
get an agricultural education at our 


college of agriculture. He wanted him 
to finish his term of school in the city 
and then to send him out to the coun- 
try to study farming. His boy had ex- 
pressed a desire to become a farmer 
and the father wanted him to become 
a scientific one, a good one. He nat- 
urally expected that our agricultural 
school would be the place to send him. 
I told him that we had no 





summer 














































school. “But I want him to learn how 
to plow and sow and reap,” said the 
father, “and you can not teach him 
this in the winter time by practice.” 
“Well,” I said, “you will have to send 
him to some good farmer through the 
summer season and then he can come 
here for the winter.” This is but a 
sample case of what I believe to be 
a genuine need for a genuine summer 
course in agriculture. We have all 
the equipments necessary, simply to 
extend the curriculum. We have now 
only a six month’s school, and that at 
the season of year when real agricul- 
tural life is dormant. This is the time, 
however, for the farmer boys. Now let 
us give the city boys a chance in the 
summer They want the genuine 
thing, you know—real horticultural 
life, not the artificial winter course 
where we bud willow cuttings and 
graft rootless tree tops. 

The problem of “how to keep the 
boy on the farm” may be met by this 
reciprocal course. A poor trade, you 
say? Well, perhaps so. The city boy 
is “too smart” for us in some things, 
but give him a good, scientific farm 
education and see how it will develop 
him. It is but a fair exchange betwixt 


the city and 


and forth in all lines of produce and 
merchandise with our city 

lf they will coax our farm boys 

the marts of trade and away from the 
farm let us offer equal 

on the farm to secure a fair exchange. 
I believe both parties may 

the exchange. We must 


the problem for the 


cities; we must ever be closely identi- 
fied with city life. The arterial blood 
of the country is needed in our cities 
and we must expect to receive some 
venous blood of the city for purifica- 
tion. The country life must be the 
lungs, the breathing place. MHorticul- 
ture is a charm of country life that 
will draw out the noblest elements of 
man. Let us make use of it to purify 
and elevate the congested life of our 
cities. Our state agricultural colleges 
may do much, and they must do their 
part, towards meeting the needs of 
the cities The cities themselves 
should by means of the public school 
system meet this ever increasing need 
and demand for nature study

Soy Beans After Wheat. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 
An Indiana correspondent writes: 
“IT want to know what variety of 
beans to plant or sow after wheat, 
trying to get two crops off the land in 
one year. The wheat is on cornstalk 
ground, well disked and seed drilled, 
and fertilized. Would it be best to 
plow the land, or would a good disking 
do? Should I sow broadcast, use grain 





drill, or plant in hill we I put

Also inform me as 
to what variety to use, and how to 
put in the crop when it is to occupy

for the whole season the ground should 
be plowed rather early in the spring 
and worked several times before seed- 
ng, so as to settle the soil, kill the 
weeds, and prepare a good seed bed. 
The beans may be seeded with the 
rain drill by stopping up part of the 
seed cups, as suggested above. If the 
drill is set to sow about one and one- 
half bushels of wheat per acre with 
the drill rows thirty inches apart it 
will plant the beans at the rate of 


about one-third of a bushel per acre, 
which is sufficient seed to produce a 
good stand.

breeder flock pure bred 
chickens satisfied to get only 
a few niore dozens of eggs a year from 
his hens or a couple 6f.pounds* more 
flesh at killing time.

Turkey Falk. 


Turkey prices for the past two years 


have been an incentive to raise more 
turkeys than ever this year, and we 
hope this will be the banner year for 
turkey growers Undoubtedly the 
wandering Bronze turkeys have been 
responsible for more quarrels between 
neighbors’ than boundary fences 
Where flocks of turkeys join forces 
and feed out of the best corn field all 
fall there is usually trouble at the 
round-up in establishing ownership. 
To guard against this mark all tur- 


keys as soon as hatched with a small 
foot. Older 


punch in the web of the 
turkeys can be marked with a daub 
of bright colored paint 

Do not cut the feathers on the wings 








of turkey hens that are to be used as 
mothers You deprive them of the 
best protection for poults in case of 
rain. If you wish to yard the turkeys 
make four holes in a shingle to fit 
over the wings. Across the back pass 
a stout string of cloth through one 
hole and down around the wing, put- 
ting it up through the other and 
tying on top. This prevents raising 
their wings to fly 

It is claimed that turkeys will not 
fly over a fence with a barb wire at 
the top, but ours will 

Cut the spurs of the old gobbler be- 
fore he injures the hens, and do not 
mate a heavy gobbler with young 
hens 

When the feathers are smooth and 
straight the turkeys are doing well. 
The turkey raiser who sold all the 


birds big enough for Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, keeping only the immature 
specimens for breeders, will be dis- 
appointed in raising turkeys. Two 
years old and older hens give the 
strongest poults. Late hatched birds 
sometimes lay earlier and more 
fertile eggs than the younger hens be 
cause they have been growing and are 
thus able to utilize the food eaten in

mite. These pests are very trouble- 
some to people in summer by getting 
upon and boring into the skin, caus- 
ing local inflammation, with intense 
itching They are specially apt to 
attack the ankles and wrists. I have 
never personally known of their be- 


ing abundant enough to do much harm 
in lawns, as they usually live only in 
grass that is allowed to grow, or in 
weeds, or even more commonly among 
raspberry bushes and other shrubs. 
Commonly the close cutting given to 
lawns prevents their developing here. 

It is quite likely a thorough spray- 
ing with kerosene emulsion would de- 
stroy them on the lawn, but of this 
I can not speak from experience. The 
attacks on the body may be largely 
prevented by bathing the skin 


wherever it is liable to attack in a 


rather strong brine, which is allowed 
in part to dry ‘on; that is, the excess 
is removed by tapping with a towel, 
and is not wiped off dry. They object 
very much to salt, and usually will 
not attack a person whose skin has 
been bathed in this way for at least 
twenty-four hours

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A Poor Hatch. 

A subscriber writes: 

“Last year I purchased a hot 
cubator and started it with about 375 
eggs. At time of hatching the chicks 
were unable to get out of the shells. 
The lining of the sheels was tough and 
dry. Some of the chicks lived in the 
shells until the twenty-third day. Can 
you tell me where the trouble was?” 

Your difficulty was evidently in the 
ventilation of the incubator. If you 
followed the directions of the manu- 
facturer exactly write him, giving par 
ticulars of the hatch, and he will be 
better able to advise you than we could 
as to where the trouble lies. There 
are so many kinds of incubators, no 
two just alike, that one needs to be 
familiar with the make to advise in 
telligently. Remember that the chicks 
in the eggs require very little oxygen 
the first week and a great deal the 
last week of incubation, and ventilate 
accordingly. If you wish to study the 
air cell set a hen at the same time 
the incubator is set and test her eggs 
each time you test the incubator eggs 
governing the ventilation as the hen’s 
eggs seem to indicate According to 
Boyer “The air cell on the fifth day 
should measure about a quarter of an 
inch, on the tenth day a half inch, on 
the fifteenth day about five-eighths of 
an inch, and about three-quarters of 
an inch on the nineteenth day, the 
measurement taken in the middle of 
the egg. Such air cells indicate the 
proper amount of moisture; if less 
than that, too much moisture is given 
if more, there is a lack of moisture.”

Prize makers are seldom prize win- 
ners in the parti-colored breeders. If 
the stock arrives in good condition he 
should not complain until he has seen 
the result of the mating. The 
“washed out cockerel” may be the sire 
of fancy pullets. If blue chicks are 
hatched from White Plymouth Rock 
eggs do not write a scathing letter to 
the seller. Chicks of the white varie- 
ties are hatched canary colored,. and 
Rocks and Wyandottes are often light 
gray. Wait until the stock has a 
chance to develop before complaining. 
Remember that you can not expect 
shipped eggs to hatch as well as eggs 
laid in your own yards. Eggs that 
have been jolted over the roads and 
railways, possibly been exposed to ex- 
tremes of heat or cold are _ handi- 
capped. If you get seven chicks ‘from 
thirteen eggs you are doing well. If 
you do not feel that seven cnicks will 
pay for a three dollar setting of eggs 
and express charges do not order the 
eggs. In buying the eggs you are buy- 
ing possibilities You may get fine 
stock cheap, you may not; but if you 
feel that you have reason to complain 
the seller will usually meet you half 


way Poultry breeders are a very 
gentlemanly class of men. 
, 
Last Year’s Incubator. 
Has your incubator come through 
the winter in good condition? Do not 


think because it hatched well last year 
that it is therefore ready for 
this season without inspection. If it 
has been stored in a dry place it may 
have shrunk until drafts of air are 
admitted to the egg chamber. Per- 
haps it is warped, the regulator out 
of order, or the boiler or lamp sprung 
a leak. Do not wait until the eggs 
are ready to go in to find out the shape 
your incubator is in. If the pipes are 
clogged with smoke and soot clean 
them with gasoline (using it out of 
doors or away from fire). Cracks in 
the case inside or outside can be 


service 


patched with asbestos cement, and a 
leaky boiler is mended by .brushing 
copper first with muriatic acid then 


soldering. 

Don’t try to test the temperature of 
the incubator for evenness with but 
one thermometer if it is possible to 
get others. Use several thermometers 
placed in different parts of the ma 
chine, and if they register alike when 
placed in warm water but vary in their 
readings in the incubator your incu- 
bator has the very common fault of 
unequal heating of the egg chamber 
This may be due to the way it stands; 
if so, the level will show where the 
trouble lies. There is usually a cold 
side—the one farthest from the lamp 
"his may be corrected by raising the 
cold side or the trays on that side 
Do not raise the trays more than half 
an inch nearer the heat The germ 
of the egg always floats uppermost, 
and the effect of intense heat on this 
germ cell is to destroy it before hatch- 
ing time 


Bee Notes. 


Wallaces’ Farmer: 

When the weather begins to warm 
up the latter part of March bees in 
the cellar begin to show signs of dis 
content. A little more ventilation will 
likely quiet them. Open the windows 
at night and keep them closed through 
the day to keep the temperature low 
Have little light in the cellar and 
avoid noise to make the bees uneasy 
In .most localities when the _ soft 
maple is in bloom is considered about 
the right time to remove bees from 
the cellar. We do not find it best to 
set them out so soon, on account of 
the bad weather we may expect early 
in April. A successful bee keeper of 
our acquaintance advises leaving them 
in the cellar until the dandelions are 
in bloom 

A coloney that has lost its queen 
during the winter or early spring soon 
becomes much reduced in numbers if 
the owner does not discover their con 
dition in time The bees show by 
their excited actions when the queen 
is absent. At nightfall they keep up 
a prolonged buzzing and seem restless 
instead of humming contentedly and 
settling down quietly for the night 
When the hive is opened the bees will

thing The thing to do, then, is to 
grow it in the sun, and this can only 
e done by using the drill and sowing 
it north and south or by giving the 
clover the full use of the land, and 
this I don’t think is necessary.

Making Baby Beef. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 
inguiry from 


I saw an an Illinois 


farmer desiring information concern- 
ing the feeding of calves. I have not 
been in the cattle feeding business 


very long and therefore can not give 
any broad ideas, but nevertheless I can 
tell how I handled a bunch of calves 
last summer. 

There were twenty-seven of 
well bred and good individuals—seven- 
teen steers and ten heifers. During 
the winter they were allowed to run 
in the stalks in the day time and at 
night they were shut in a warm 
and given two bushels of shelled corn 
and two bushels of oats and clover

hay. The same feed was given in the 
morning, but only one-half the amount. 
The first day of April they were put 


onto grass and shelled corn, they then 
averaging about 356 pounds in weight 


They were fed until the last of 
September, when they were shipped 
to Chicago, getting there the day after 
the record breaking run of 44,778 cat- 
tle, and bringing $5.50—ten cents 
higher than any other sale made. They 
averaged 816 pounds in weight, hav- 


ing made a gain of 460 pounds, or 
two and five-eighths pounds per day

Clover a Profitable Crop. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 


Medium red clover has proved to 
be a profitable crop for us. In 1903 
a field of eleven acres yielded hay at 


the rate of two tons per acre, and be- 
ing used on the farm, it is well worth 
$5.00 per ton for feeding. The second 


crop was cut when ripe and yielded 
seed at the rate of two and one-half 
bushels per acre. Thus the gross in 
come per acre, reckoning the value 
of clover seed at the present wholesale 
price of $6.00 per bushel, was $25.00. 
This we really believe to be the net 


fertility of 
the clover 


proceeds. The increased 
the soil due to the 
the haulm which will be plowed under 
this spring, and the manure enriched 
by the hay, will, we apprehend, com 
pensate for the labor in handling the 


roots of 


crop and cover the cost of the seed 

In addition there is always some re 
turn from pasturage After clipping 
the stubble in August and the heat 
and drouth are not so intense we pas- 
ture the clover for several weeks with 
either little pigs or milk cows. Cows 
are put on at the rate of two or three 
for ten acres. There is nothing better 


than the young clover for cows at this 
time, and a small amount of pasturing 
makes a perceptible increase of milk 
if other feed is given. Nor does there 


seem to be anything better than this 
young clover for late summer pigs just 
weaned. It is almost a substitute for 
their mother’s milk, and with a mod 
erate allowance of grain and plenty 
of good water, they will thrive with 
very little attention. Clover pastured 
in this way the first year, unless cl 
matic conditions are very unfavorable 
will not be injured so far as I can

discern from a comparison with the 
fields not pastured. Cows having a 
large range simply nip the leaves spar- 
ingly, and the pigs will do the same. 
The crowns and roots will not be dis- 
turbed. The moment animals are al- 
lowed to mutilate these parts of the 
plant, as is readily done by mature 
hogs, they should be excluded from 
the field. Usually there is sufficient 


grass after the seed crop is taken for 


several weeks of pasturage for the 
sheep. 
The results from clover the past 


season may be considered an average 
return. The preceding year on ac- 
count of continued rains and dampness 
the seed yield was only one and one- 
half bushels per acre, but in 1901 the 
yield was three and one-half bushels 
per acre. The clover for seed is har- 
vested with a buncher. In this locality 
there is some difficulty in getting a 
satisfactory catch of clover.

ridged. I got very poor satisfaction 
trying to cut two rows at a time. Two 
large hills at a time would often stop 
the machine if it cut near the joints 


of the stalks. One can go all day cut- 
ting one row at a time with scarcely 
a stop, and that is the only satisfactory 


way I have found to get the stalks 
loose from the hill so they could be 
raked satisfactory. I want the stalks 


raked and burned if corn is to be put 
on the fleld again. I use the hay rake 


to gather them up, taking two rows 
at a time I found that the disk 
worked so much nicer where the stalks 


had been cut with the mower that I 
cut the stalks on the land to be disked 
unless I get far behind with the work, 
which has not happened since I tried 
cutting the stalks ahead of the disk 


When using the disk I go around 
the field, which makes the turning 
easier on the team. Lapping the disk 
half way does the work pretty thor- 
oughly and leaves the grain more 
evenly on the ground. Some think it 
cuts the stalks more to go once over 
then go over it again the cross way, 


but I don’t pay any attention to getting 
the stalks cut up, for the first crop of 
grass is cut with the binder The 
older cans yield a nicer quality 
of hay and I go to them for that prod- 
uct, but if I wished to make hay on 
the new meadow I would plan to rake 
the stalks and burn them 


This has been a hard winter to take

of “A Balanced Silage Ration.’ 

It is a matter of great gratification 


to know that the bean can be used 
for this purpose as far north as Emmet 
county, Iowa, almost on the Minnesota 
line. As the bean becomes accli- 
mated it is possible that this combina-

soy 


tion will furnish that desideratum—a 
balanced ration of silage. Corn is 
above all others the best single raw 
material for silage. It is not, however, 


in itself a balanced ration for dairy 


cows. It lacks protein. The soy bean 
has an excess of protein and when 
farmers find out the proportion in 
which to plant them for silage they 
will, we think, have a balanced ration 
in the silage itself 

Whether the cow. will remain 
healthy when fed on silage alone is 
still another matter which can be de- 
termined only by experience. It will 


at least simplify the problem and make 


it easier to balance what dry feed may 
be necessary to give, such das corn 
fodder and straw balanced with some 
kind of mill feed or clover hay, with 


perhaps corn meal 

This opens up a very interesting 
subject and we would be very glad to 
have any further practical experience 
which any of our readers may have 
had

have often stated before, silage is only 
a partial feed for a dairy cow, but it 
is the important element in a profit- 
able dairy food. 

The best material for silage is just 
common field corn; the next best is 
common cane or sorghum, and each of 
these cut at the time when it would 
be cut for the best forage. An acre of 
fifty bushel corn will yield about ten 
tons of silage. An acre of good cane 
will yield about ten tons or perhaps 
more. If we had both we would use 


the corn in preference to the sorghum 
unless we were so late in getting it 


in that the corn was rather dry, and 
then we would use the sorghum with 
the corn inorder to correct that defect 
and make good silage out of corn that 
would otherwise make poor silage, the 
reason being that the corn being too 
dry, the sorghum, having more water 
content, will thus even up the defi 
ciency. 

Forty pounds of silage is a day’s 
ration for a 1,000-pound cow; hence 
our readers can easily figure that a 
ton would keep a cow fifty days. If 
to this is added from ten to fifteen 
pounds of good clover hay and about 


seven or eight pounds of bran, or three 
or four pounds of gluten meal, you 


have, roughly king, a balanced 
ration. Our readers can easily see that 
by substituting ground oats or barley 
for the bran or gluten meal they can 
grow their own balanced rations, the 
one thing that is now so essential to 
profitable dairying

There were obviously two reasons:

as a heathen she had no right to 
peculiarly Jewish blessings. One of 


the greatest difficulties He had en- 


countered lately in teaching His dis- 
ciples was to get them to see that 
while He was the Son of David He 
was also a great deal more. It was 
only a few days since the populace 
wished to make Him king because He 
was the Son of David, and He had to 
constrain His disciples to leave Him 
because they evidently sympathized 
with that movement To grant bless- 


ings to a heathen when asked on the 
ground that He was the Son of David 
would not only shock the prejudices 
of the disciples but would also confuse 
them. He therefore discreetly kept 
silence 

Again, notwithstanding the fact that 
He was seeking privacy, He was evi- 
dently well known in that region. Jews 
had settled across the heathen border 
and word would have at once gone to 
Jerusalem that Jesus was showing the 


same favors to the heathen that were 
shown to the chosen people, and this 
would arouse even a fiercer Jewish 
hostility than He had yet experienced. 
While His kingdom was eventually to 
become world-wide, as foretold by the 
psalmist and prophets and intimated 
by Himself when He said: “Many 
hall come from the east and west, 
and shall ‘sit down with Abraham and 
Isaac and Jacob in the kingdom,” it 


was not yet time to emphasize that 
feature of the kingdom. He had, it 


is true, healed the servant of the 
Roman officer, but this was at the 
special request of the rulers of the 
ynagogue at Capernaum. He had 
talked to the Samaritan woman and 
her neighbors, but this was in the 
presence only of the disciples and 
ven they marveled at it.

A Ration for Shoats Out of Condition. 
A Bremer county, Iowa, correspond- 
ent writes us that he has thirty fall 


shoats, weighing about seventy-five 
pounds each, that have had a cold 
place to sleep in during the winter 
and hence have not made much 
growth. He has no pasture.. He has 
plenty of corn but the pigs are not 
doing well on corn alone. e wants 
to know if it will pay hi to buy 


mill feed and’ make ®& slop, and, if so, 
what is best, espe¢fally when they 
have to be fed out of doors, he being 
a renter and being poorly off for pig 
pens. 

Shoats of that age and weight will 
not do well on corn alone. They must 
have some other feed to balance the 
ration. They can not work miracles 
He should buy the cheapest protein 
feed that he can find. Oil meal at 
present prices is about as cheap as 
any He can try making it into a 
slop, but will find it perhaps better 
to feed it dry, sprinkling it over the 
corn or feeding it in a trough alone. 
He will have to experiment as to the 
way to get the hogs to eat it best. 

Bear in mind this one point, that 
pigs of that age do not do well on corn 
alone, and, besides, they do not get the 
full benefit of the corn. Supply pro- 
tein or flesh formers in the cheapest 
available form—clover hay, skim-milk, 
buttermilk, shorts, middlings, and oil 
meal. These vary in price with the 
year and with the location so that we 
can not lay down any fixed rule, but 
at present, in our correspondent’s 
case, if oil meal can be had at $25.00 
per ton, or thereabouts, it is perhaps 
the best feed. If the ofl meal is $30.00 
and you can get middlings at about 


$18.00, then we would take the mid- 
dlings. Do not feed any cotton seed 
meal. 





Orphan Pigs. 


A Lawrence county, Illinois, sub- 
scriber has a brood sow with a litter 
of fifteen pigs and nature did not pro- 
vide nipples for them all. He is trying 
to raise them by hand, but can not 
compete with the old sow. He wants 
to know what he can put in the milk 
for them, and how often pigs suck. 

If he will watch his brood sow some 
day when he has nothing else to do, 
if such days ever come this time of 
year, he will find that the pigs suck 
about every two hours in the day time 
and every four hours at night. The 
lesson, therefore, is, feed the orphan 
pigs often, and feed the milk sweet, 
warm, and clean. That is the way the 
old sow does. 

We do not think we would put any- 
thing in the milk, but the richer the 
milk the better it will be, for sow’s 
milk contains more butterfat than 
cow’s milk. The sooner he can get the 
pigs to erack shelled corn the better. 
This will add to the fats and carbohy- 
drates in the feed and will make a 
fairly good balanced ration until the 
pigs are old enough to go on to skim- 
milk 





Buying Pigs by Telephone. 

A subscriber writes: 

“Please state what you think the 
wisest course for B to pursue under 
the following circumstances. A is a 
breeder of pedigreed hogs. B buys

hogs of A over the telephone. B states 
to A that the hogs must be large 
boned, good length and weight. A 
says he has them. 

“B asked A what his hogs would 
weigh A stated that they would 
weigh from 200 to 225 pounds B 
ordered A to ship three pigs. 
they arrived, the lst of February, they 
weighed exactly 133, 145, and 165 
pounds notwithstanding they are 
March and first of April pigs. When 
B complained to A about the size of 
the pigs A replied they were as large 
as other breeders’ pigs of the same 
age.” 

This seems to be simply a case in 
which the seller misrepresented his 
goods to the buyer, and the latter 
should refuse to accept the pigs if 
they were not satisfactory to him. 
What other pigs might weigh would 
have no bearing on the case in point. 
Before buying the purchaser asked 
what the pigs described would weight 
The seller told him 200 to 225 pounds 
each. The buyer then ordered them 
sent to him. A Slight variation in the 
weight might be expected, but such a

Alfalfa and Barley for Hogs. 

A Noble county, 
writes: 

Can hogs be raised at a profit under 
favorable conditions on alfalfa pasture 
with a small grain ration up to from 
100 to 125 pounds and then finished 
on crushed barley?” 

We have not the slightest doubt of 
it. Moreover, pork raised in this way 
is found by experience to furnish meat 
of the very highest flavor and quality. 
We would not expect to make the 
same gain per day or per month on 
hogs grown on this ration. We think 
it would be improved by adding corn 
to the crushed barley, say half corn 
and half barley, and we would sell 
hogs thus grown at from 175 to 200 
pounds. If a farmer has a car load 
of them we think he eould get a 
premium for them from packing 
houses that cater to the English trade.

Coal for Hogs. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

A Cooper, Iowa, correspondent asks 
whether coal is injurious to young 
hogs which he is feeding for the mar- 
ket. Sixty of them will eat a bushel 
of soft coal per day with much relish, 
even leaving corn for the coal. He 
has observed a tendency to coughing 
and constipation after feeding it for a 
few days 

As before mentioned in these col- 
umns, the fact that hogs are fond of 
eating soft coal is an indication that 
some ingredient which the system re- 
quires is lacking in their food. On 
account of its causing severe consti- 
pation it is injurious when a large 
amount is fed. To a certain extent 
this can be remedied by feeding some 
oil meal. 

In preference to feeding coal I would 
advise the use of the government 
powder once recommended for the pre- 
vention of hog cholera by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. While it has not 
proven a preventive of that disease, it 
is an excellent tonic and appetizer, and 
for a herd of hogs fed principally on 
corn would be much better than coal. 





However, when hogs are fed a var 
of food with plenty of salt, tog 
with ashes and charcoal obtain« 
burning cobs, etc 
preparation is needed.

Cheapest Rations for Swine. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 
A subscriber at Linn 
tollows: 


Grove, lowa, 
writes 

“I have nothing in the shape of feed 
except prairie hay. I have it all to 
buy until I can raise some I hap 
pened to be one of those unlucky fel 
lows that was on a flat farm and did 
not raise anything much but water 
grass. I want to know what kind of 
different feed to buy so that I can 
get through this spring and summer 
with the most gain and largest profit. 
Will have eighteen brood sows and will 
have about four acres to put in a mix- 
ture of rape, oats, and barley, and ex- 
pect to sow some rape along the fence 


as 


to cut for the hogs. I want to know 
how much of the different feeds you 
would recommend for me to buy to 
care for the sows and say eighty pigs 
The sows will farrow the last of April 
and first of May. How much feed 
would you advise me to buy of differ- 


ent kinds to feed until the first of Sep- 
tember. Now at present prices I can 
get corn at 40 cents per bushel, not 
very good; B middlings at $19 per ton: 
A middlings at $22 per ton; oats at 36 
cents per bushel; bran at $18 per ton; 
Swift’s digester tankage at $37 per 
ton (60 per cent protein); Swift’s 
digester tankage (special) at $34 per 
ton (30 per cent protein).” 

Your subscriber is in the Same posi 
tion that a great many other unfortu- 
nate farmers are who suffered from 
the floods or the hail storms. It cer- 
tainly is very trying for a man to have 
to purchase all of his stuffs until an- 
other crop matures. The very cheap- 
est must be used. He should aim to 
carry his sows and their young along 
as cheaply as possible until new feed 
is at hand. Still, it will be very poor 
policy to under-feed either brood sows 
or little pigs. No two kinds of stock 
respond more quickly to liberal feed- 
ing and deteriorate so fast when under- 
fed. From now until the grass season 
arrives they must be maintained 
almost solely on grain unless some 
slops from hotels or restaurants can 
be had from the local town. These 
oftentimes afford a cheap source of 
feed for swine 

Of the various feed stuffs mentioned 
at the prices quoted corn is the cheap- 


est, but it can not be used as the sole 
ration due to the fact that it is too 
much of a fattening feed for brood 
sows. Oats at 30 cents per bushel are 


very expensive and should not be used. 
The bran at $18 per ton can be used in 


conjunction with the corn for the 
brood sows In this respect it is 
cheaper than the middlings. For the 
young pigs, however, it is too bulky, 


away to middlings. It 
is hard to say which of the grades of 
the middlings is the better and 
cheaper without seeing them The 
finer and whiter middlings are gener- 
ally the better from a feeding stand- 
point. From a protein standpoint the 
$37 tankage is much cheaper than the 
$34 brand. Some of the tankage can 
be added to the corn ration at a profit 
Gluten feed, when it can be purchased 
for $20 per ton, will make a cheap 
source of protein to add to the corn 
for both brood sows and the little pigs. 

For the brood sows a ration of four 


thus must give 


parts corn, one part bran, and one 
part tankage fed in the form of a slop, 
or a ration of equal parts corn and 


gluten feed could be fed to advantage 
For the little pigs a ration of one part 
corn meal, one part middlings, and one 
part gluten feed should give good re- 
sults until they are about ten weeks 
old. A ration of four parts corn and 
one part tankage should also give good 
results 


The rape will furnish an early sum- 
mer feed, and should be used The 
oats and barley are also good. Some 


sweet corn will furnish good feed from 


about the 10th of August until the
